A time before Soundgarden 
and Alice In Chains took on the 
world with their nihilistic and 
explicit opinions on life. A time before 
flannel shirts and long hair was cool 
A time before Nirvana. Now imagine 
travelling in a van with Nirvana, 
Mudhoney and Tad in 1989, just 
before Kurt earned his legend status. 

Bruce Pavitt - co-founder of Sub 
Pop - joined the three bands on tour 
across Europe for eight days in 1989. 
That's before Bleach came out, before 
they were a three-piece, before Dave 
Grohl was even in the band - and 
his new book Experiencing Nirvana: 
Grunge In Europe tells the story 
of the Seattle misfits who changed 
alternative culture forever. 

The photojoumal covers Sub Pop's 
brightest hopes struggling to cope 
with life away from home - Nirvana 
were dose to splitting while at the 
Piper Club in Rome - but also the 
story of how Nirvana won over the 
British music press and launched 
their career after the LameFest show 
at Londons Astoria, the biggest show 
on the European tour by a mile. 

Back in 1989 there were three music 
weeklies competing to find the next 
big thing and it was NME that said 
Nirvana were "Sub Pop's answer to 
The Beatles". 

Following the tour and subsequent 
success of debut album Bleach, 
Nirvana signed to DGC Records for 
the monstrous 
Nevermind. But if 
it wasn't for Bruce 
Pavitt finding Kurt 
and co. and taking 
them on this tour, 
the Nirvana story 
may never have 
happened.

I've skirted around! this a number of 


times now so as far as I'm concerned 
FRONT can have the full open story * 
.Mine and Gav's (bassist) previous 
band were due to tour with serial gig 
cancellers Amen a while ago. The lead 
singer and notorious nobhead of the 
band, Casey Chaos, kept postponing 
and cancelling due to visa issues, ill 
health etc and the tour got cut down 
from brilliant venues across Europe 
to a hunch of pubs in the UK.

Ve been an artist all my life, starting with 
drawing and painting. I thought I was 
going to work at Disney when I was a 
kid. Later, I became obsessed with horror 
and badass special effects and makeup. I had 
a subscription to Fangoria, which I would 
eat up every month. I would scour over 
How To Do Monster Makeup books. I 
was inspired by surreal alterations 
of the human lace and body- The 
Thing, Videodrome, Invasion Of The 
Body Snatchers, Dali... Eventually 
I got a mostly useless Fine Arts 
Painting degree from Colorado State 
University in 1999. By my senior 


comedy Holy Flying Circus, and are supposed 
to show up on Ellen as well. 

I can chum out 24 of the baby heads in 
a month. Hands down the most disturbing 
images I've seen from people whove bought 
them came from a dominatrix website where 
a middle-aged man with a hard-on is 
wearing my Cry Baby mask while 
^ being spanked. Terrifying! 

Over the last three years I've been 
doing celebrity masks and working 
with high-end silicone, which is 
much more realistic than latex. I pride 
myself on creating disturbing work 
/>, - even the celebrities people find 


the time in the world, Also 
you need quality reference 
material - Tyson was difficult 
because of the expression I chose, there are 
very few photos of him smiling. 

The process takes 30-40 hours per head. 

I make a mould from which I can replicate 
masks. I paint in the varying coloured/ 
textured silicone (which becomes the mask) 
into the mould - white silicone for teeth, 
reddish flesh tint for lips... The mask will 
come out looking mostly done when I pull 
it from the mould. I prefer this method as 
the skin reads realer and more translucent 
compared to surface painting. I use my own 



year I was more enthusiastic 
about sculpting than painting. 

After college I started tinkering 
with latex masks. I wanted 
to create disturbing, surreal 
experiences with masks. I made 
my first Cry Baby mask in 2001, 
and won about $4000 in Halloween 
costume contests. I made some 
YouTube videos of the baby masks, 
which went viral a couple of years 
later - overnight I was swamped 
with orders and have been ever 
since. The masks have appeared on 
Mythbusters, Raising Hope, the BBC 4 


highly disturbing. The first ones I 
made were Barack Obama and 
Jack Nicholson - they were pretty 
rough to look at though. But I've 
got better, hopefully! 

Mike Tyson and Walter White 
were both pretty difficult and 
took a while to sculpt, seven 
months and five and a half 
months respectively This is in 
contrast to Charlie Sheen, which 
I sculpted in four days. Really it 
comes down to how much I obsess 
and how much time I have - given 
all the time in the world, I'll take all 


pigmentation and texturing techniques to 
develop a realistic skin. This I developed 
through some experimentation. I finish the 
mask with some very light painting (freckles 
and stuff) and whatever hair is necessary 
I've had good reactions all round. The 
height of my career was watching Jimmy 
Fallon wearing the Walter White mask and 
interviewing Bryan Cranston. I'm just trying 
to fulfill orders, which I'm always behind on, 
but Stephen Colbert is next in line. Charlie 
Sheen owns his own mask and went as 
himself for Halloween.

H ey chad, we heard that 

BEFORE YOU SKATED YOU 
I LOVED RIDING BMXS? 

There were these neighbourhood 
kids who had a launch ramp and ah 
grouped together and skated together 
Id be riding my bike off it and 
they'd also skate this empty pool and 
Id ride my BMX round it. Then one 
day my bike got stolen! 

DO YOU THINK IF YOUR BIKE 
WASNT STOLEN YOU'D HAVE 
BECOME A BMXER? 


I know at some point I would have 
found skateboarding. 

DID YOU TRAVEL A LOT FROM 
ARIZONA TO CALIFORNIA WHEN 
YOU STARTED TAKING SKATING 
SERIOUSLY? 

Yeah, my mum got separated from 
my dad again and moved to Las 
Vegas and I was constanly back-and- 
forth from Arizona to Vegas. In Vegas 
I met this skater called Paul Smith 
who rode for G&S, not many people 
know him but he had a huge impact 



I was in Vegas and got busted for 
graffiti for like my third time and they 
had all this shit on me that basically 
turned into thousands of hours of 
community sendee. It would have put 
me in juvenile detention for a while. 

I knew these girls were going to San 
Diego, California on vacation and I 
was just like Tm not going back to 
court, take me to California and drop 
me off." I got dropped off at the beach 
with less than $20, my backpack, my 
headphones and my sketchbook. 


I have no idea! I was living in Philly 
with my mum, and my dad was living 
in Arizona at the time cos they were 
divorced My dad sent me a setup and 
I was like 'What?! This tiling's sick!" 
and I remember the first thing I did 
was cruise around the complex I lived 
in and I saw a truck on the side of the 
road and there was this pile of carpet 
on the back of it, I climbed on top of 
this truck and rode off it into this pile 
of carpets and all the neighbourhood 
kids tripped out! I couldn't speculate 
if 1 would've become a BMXer, but 


on me. He lived in the same complex 
as my mum and these guys who 
were like 18-19.1 was super young, 

I'd skate with them in the parking lot 
and their house was the party house 
and they had girls and all this stuff 
there. I'd sit outside and skate and 
one day they were like "Come on 
in!" and they sort of adopted me! My 
mum moved to a trailer park on the 
outskirts of Vegas and I just stayed at 
the skate house and started skating 
my ass off 

HOW DID YOU MAKE IT TO CALI?

IS THAT WHEN YOU MET THE TOY 
MACHINE GUYS? 

No way! It took a long time ha ha! 
First I was on Maple Skateboards but 
I'd just broken my ankle really bad. I 
met this group of beach kids and they 
sort of took me in. San Diego at the 
time was kind of a Mecca for 
skateboarding, way more than Los 
Angeles eventually became. I skated 
the beach and pros like Sal Barbier 
and Donger were skating there. I 
stalled getting better and my friends 
moved out west and we got B5Y 
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this apartment. That was around the 
time I was filming seriously Josh Kalis 
knew one of my roommates at the 
time and he and Jamie Thomas came 
round when the guys I lived with were 
watching this footage Id been filming. 
Jamie was just like Hey who is this 
guy?" and said he wanted to skate with 
me. So we skated a few times, then 
he asked me if I wanted to be on Toy 
Machine, I was like "Fuck yeah!" 

DID JOINING SHORTY'S FEEL RIGHT 
AFTER LEAVING TOY MACHINE? 

For sure. Me, Ed and Jamie were all 
leaders to some extent. We all had 
visions that we wanted to execute and 
have nobody else in the way of our 
vision. Toy Machine was Eds company 
and it will always be Ed's company I 
was honoured to be a part of it during 
those years. I was coming up as a pro 
around then and so was Jamie, He'd 
started waiting 'Zero' on everything, 
so it was inevitable that wed all leave 
and do our own thing. Shorty's was 
just perfect, it had some momentum 
at the time with their holts and I had 
a lot of friends like Peter Smolik and 
Brandon Turner who were both on 
an underground company that was 
fizzling out. They were two of the illest 
skaters out there, so that was perfect 
timing. Myself and Steve Olson had 
been super close through Toy Machine 
and Foundation cos we d go on tour 
with each other and he was down to 
tide for it which was perfect! 
SHORTY'S WAS A HUGE COMPANY 
IN THE LATE 90S, WHEN DO YOU 
THINK IT WAS AT ITS PEAK? 

I always thought Fulfill The Dream 


in '98 was when it was at its best. 

When the second video came out 
Guilty in 2001, that's when I felt the 
disconnection started. It may not have 
seemed that way outside, but internally 
it was the beginning of the end. The 
owner and the riders all began to fall 
apart. We as a team didn't have as 
much input in that video as we did 
with Fulfill The Dream. It was still 
popular and everyone was hyped, but 
that was over. You learn to realise not 
everything's meant to last forever. 

JUST AFTER FULFILL THE DREAM 
CAME OUT, THE TONY HAWK GAME 
HIT STORES, THAT MUST HAVE 
HELPED YOUR CAREER... 

When Fulfill The Dream came out it 
was for the hardcore skaters, and then 
when that game came out was when 
my name went into the mainstream, 

I owe a lot to that game it gave the 
masses exposure to what we were 
doing. I think at the time a lot of people 
looked at skaters as punks and weirdos 
and didn't realise that there was a 
major hip-hop influence That game 
was a cool outlet to show there was 
diversity in skateboarding. 

YOU KEPT COMING IN AND OUT 
OF THE INDUSTRY JUST BEFORE 
SUPRA STARTED, RIGHT? 

Yeah, By that time I'd been skating 
hard since the age of 16 and I just said 
"Okay I need to live life a little bit/ 
and disappeared. I partied, travelled 
the world and then when it was time 
to return to my roots and get back to 
skateboarding, SUPRA was starting to 
form and I got down with them and I 
had this crazy idea and vision in my

It started from my brother and sister. 
My brother Sebastian was always a 
huge Wu-Tang fan, and listened to a 
lot of West Coast music, and my sister 
was the same, I stole a lot of their CDs 
and worked things out from there,

Hmm, tricky question... for the 
first four years I w r as out on the 
streets of Europe and Australia 
busking four days a week. It 
spread my music all over the 
place and built me a huge 
fanbase worldwide. Then once 
YouTube came along one of my 
videos went viral -1 believe this 
was because of those four years 
I spent busting my ass. Now it's 
been eight years and I couldn't 
live without the internet -1 
make most of my money from 
online merch and festival gigs 
around the world, but if I had 
to, I know I could make a decent 
living busking on the street.., 


Dub FX hasn't had your usual 
road to stardom. He began his 
solo musical career by travelling 
across Europe, broke, hungry, 
cold and living in a camper 
van. As an unknown artist, he 
made his living from busking, 
and soon after perfecting his 
signature loop pedai/beatbox 
sound, a video of him street- 
performing went viral, and his 
popularity exploded. We chatted 
with him to find out where it all 
went right.,. 


WHAT DID YOU LISTEN TO 
GROWING UP? WHO ARE 
YOUR MAIN INFLUENCES? 

Growing up I loved the Chili 
Peppers, Faith No More, 
Metallica, Beastie Boys, Sublime, 
Led Zeppelin, Green Day, Bob 
Marley - the list goes on. I 
started loving rock, heavy metal 
and punk then got into reggae 
and hip-hop but around that 
time I also started listening to 
Cuban music and jazz, By 17 
I had gotten into every genre 
except for electronica which 
basically came next - I love all 
music now There is no such 
thing as a bad genre, just bad 
representations of it, 

HOW DID YOU DECIDE ON 
TAKING YOUR PARTICULAR

It came out of necessity - I

I. USE WHAT 
YOU’VE GOT 

One of the techniques I used on El 
Mariaehi r that Kevin Smith used on Clerks, 
was to write your script around things that 
you already have that provide production 
value. So Kevin Smith thought "I work in a 
convenience store, so I can make a movie 
set in my convenience store! It'll look like 
we rented this place, but we didn't spend 
anything cos we were here anywayr I 
still do that. Like with Machete Kills the 
part that Amber Heard plays Is a girl that 
can speak Spanish - when I cast her, the 
character couldn't! She told me she could 
speak Spanish so I altered her character to 
add production value! I ll sometimes write 
things in that happen to be at my disposal. 


3. IGNORE THE 


2. SHOOT 
QUICKLY 


Pre-planning your movie cuts the cost 
because if you take twice as long to shoot 
it'll cost twice as much. With Machete Kills 
I wanted a bigger film than the first one 
but we didn't have the budget so we shot 
it in ten days less than the first one. We 
shot it in 29 days which is insane for an 
action film like this - it's impossible! It's 
the closest I've been to the El Mariachi 
shooting schedule, Mel Gibson was there 
for three days and Charlie Sheen was 
there for one day because we couldn't 
afford people for very long! 





Don't read too much into how movies 
are made, come up with your own way 
of doing it because the accepted way of 
working was built by a Hollywood system 
that became a business. Originally it was a 
lot more pure, you know Charlie Chaplin 
in front of a wind-up camera with a couple 
of crew members - that's all they needed, 
and you can still do it that way You don't 
have to compromise your vision - 1 still 
wanted to go to space in Machete Kills! I 
didn't want to cut comers there so we had 
to work very fast. A traditional Hollywood 
system doesn't allow for that kind of speed. 

4. 

MANY HATS 

If you have a crew that all likes to do 
multiple jobs, then you can cut down on a 
lot of cost and time, It's also a lot more fun. 
I try to make every movie as if it's my first 
him, where you have to move very fast 
very inventively and very creatively to take 
the place of money that you don't have. 
Doing it that way usually makes the movie 
more interesting and better overall 


5. TAKE RISKS 

The main thing that we put in Machete 
Kills where people said "Is that gonna 
work?" the sequel trailer at the beginning. 


It doesn't make sense - you should put 
that at the end! So we thought wed shoot 
it and then if it didn't work we'd take it out, 
but then I was like "Nah it works fine!" I 
think I kind of left everything in, no 
matter what - there wasn't anything too 
extreme! Also, with Lady Gaga, I heard 
her talking about Machete when it came 
out - so I thought ' J 0h my God, she's a 
fan - I've gotta get her in the next movie!" 

I called her and she said she'd always 
wanted to be in one of my movies. I said 
"Okay I'll volte you a part and we ll see 
how it goes." She was actually an actress 
before music and she blew me away - 
she was great and I can't wait to work with 
her some more!

With the first one, we started small, I 
thought "Let's make it low budget, for video 
maybe - just to get it to the fans " Then 
once the bigger talent signed on - because 
agents had never seen anything like 
it - they made it a higher profile movie. 

The same happened with the sequel, we 
thought 'Let's just do another one with 
the same budget as the first "Then my 
first casting choices - which I didn't think 
I'd get - were all fans of the first movie 
and so they signed on right away I was 
really surprised that the movie had taken 
on a life of its own like that. It's got an 
incredible cast it's a better cast than you 
would see in a James Bond movie!

JUST A GROUP OF MEN EDOM WATFORD...

D eep in the darkest heart 
of Watford dwell a band 
so mysterious they make 
MI6 look like a bunch of 
pussy'oles, a band so fucking 
underground that their mere 
existence turns secret societies 
into just 'societies'* Shrouded 
in more bandanas than a 
Tupac video, they want to 
inspire you with their music 
to punch a leopard in its nuts 
and eat someone s face. They 
are potentially the grooviest, 
heaviest, most intimidating band 
on the planet and Watford may 
be fucking miserable on this 
desperate January Saturday but 
it's not frozen over yet, and The 
Hell doth lurk_ 

Rumours about this band are 
rife. If you believe everything 
you hear, the guys in the band 


don't even know who each 
other actually are; one of them 
is going out with Demi Lovato;

et's get one thing straight, we know 
that pop-punk isn't everyone's cup 
of sugary tea - it splits opinion all 
over the place and many purists 
still hate it. Old school punks think 
it's too poppy teenie hoppers think it's 
too aggressive, and some people just 


don't like fart gags (who the fuck are 
you?!}. But for a generation of kids in 
big shorts and chequered Vans, all that 
was needed was a bunch of dudes with 
spiky hair and bad tattoos thrashing 
out three chords to make people's lives 
complete. Lucky it happened, then... 
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o get to pop-punk we've got to start 
with punk and power pop. Back in 
the late 70s, Buzzcocks were haring 
a laugh with how fun punk could 
be with Orgasm Addict and Oh 
Shit, Lyrically these are the foundations 
for any happy-go-lucky pop-punk track. 
As is Turning Japanese by The Vapours 
(arguably the best song about wanking) 
and First Time by The Boys. But for pop- 

B punk to thrive it needs sunshine, and 
where better than California? When 
The Clash were calling London, 
l Bad Religion were taking punk in 
a far bounder direction. It was 
BR (owners of one of the best 
band logos ever) who took punk 
away from gritted-teeth spitting 
vocals to three-part harmonies that lifted 
the songs from the guttural depths to 
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P -runK hijs

approachable party tunes. That's not to 
say the lyrics were less striking, hut Greg 
Graffin's voicebox was the force behind 
one of the best selling punk bands of all 
time - thanks to 1988s incredible Suffer. 

But we didn't get Blink 182 without two 
minute bouncathons from Descendents. 
Their hardcore-tinged love songs on Milo 
Goes To College pretty much foretold the 
future of the genre while Tom Delonge 
was still at school - which explains a lot. 
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its just over half-hour runtime of 
mainly sub-three-minute punk ditties 
including the soundtrack to every 
summer Welcome To Paradise, But 
the runaway success of Kerplunk (it's 
now sold over 4 million worldwide) 
led Billie Joe and co. to the open arms 
of Reprise Records - founded by the 
blue-eyed bastard Frank Sinatra, 

Once at Reprise the East Bay trio 
released what is still their best album 
to date - Dookie. Not only is it named 
after a big poo, but it's the handbook 
for every teenager with a Strat and a 
fear of talking to girls. Sitting in your 
room with a poorly rolled joint, trying 
to play Basket Case and dye your 
hair green without mining the good 
towels was a rite of passage for pop- 
punks across the world. The album 
itself is an ode to drugs, girlfriends, 
anxiety masturbation and apathy - 
things almost every teenage boy can 
relate to. Even if you discovered this 
album after you completed puberty on 
hard, you can't deny the huge tunes 
of Longview; She and When I Come 
Around, If your local rock club ignores 
these then ignore that club. 

But it wasn't just Green Day 
kicking the dick off mainstream rock. 
The Offspring released arguably 
:heir greatest album Smash just two 
months after Dookie and went on 
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While Smash might 
not be the institution that Dookie has 
become, everyone knows Come Out 
And Play Self Esteem and Gotta Get 
Away Even the biggest pop acts at the 
time couldn't avoid the call of pop- 
punk - remember No Doubt? Gwen 
Stefani was badass in the 90s! 

1994 wasn't just a strong year for 
the big guys, both NOFX and Rancid 
dropped two of the best albums of 
their career with Punk In Drublic and 
Let's Go respectively Anyone worth 
their Converse knows just how fun 
NOFX are and how influential Fat 
Mike is on the modem era of punk.

created Avril Lavigne and no matter 
your opinion on her, we know that you 
know all the words to Sk8er Boi.
